THE CONGRESS. 
PROSPECTS OF ITS ASSEMBLY NOT SO FLATTER- 
ING AS THEY WERE. 

[By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. } 

Lonpon, April 20—5 a. m.—Yesterday’s 
peaceful reports were short-lived, for there 
appears to be no advance toward agreement 
on the terms for the meeting of the Congress. 
It was believed that the invitation from Ger- 
many to the other Great Powers to attend 
the Congress to decide what modifications 
of the treaties of 1856 and 1871 were now 
necessary would be a compromise that both 
England and Russia could accept. Tue 
Trisvunxe’s Berlin correspondent telegraphs 
that Russia expressed a willingness to attend 
the Congress on such an invitation, but that 

ENGLAND DECLINED 
to do so axcept upon her original terms, 
namely: that Russia should submit the 
whole treaty of San Stefano for discussion. 
If this news should prove correct, there will 
be small hope that the Congress will meet, 
or that an Anglo-Russian war can be pre- 
vented, though it may still be greatly de- 
layed. Russia already begins to show 
DISSATISFACTION WITH THE SITUATION, 
and 1s likely to send an ultimatum to Turkey 
relative to the evacuation of Batoum and 
Varna. Should Turkey refuse to give up 
these ports immediately, it is probable that 
she would have England’s support in her re- 
fusal, but there could then be no farther 
hope of peace, since Russia would at once 
move upon the Bosphorus at Kavak and 
Buyukdere, and possibly upon Constanti- 
nople. 
BEACONSFIELD’S INTENTIONS. 

There are many circumstantial reports 
here that Lord Beaconsfield intends an early 
dissolution of Parliament, and both Liberals 
and Conservatives are making urgent efforts 
to perfect their organization in all doubt- 
ful districts. No important step is antici- 
pated, however, untill near the end of the 
Easter vacation. 2 


AN IMPROVEMENT. 
HOPE ENTERIAINED AT sr. PETERSBURG. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

New Tonk, April 20—4 a. m.—A London 
special says: A correspondent at St. Peters- 
burg telegraphs that, notwithstanding the dis- 
couraging reports which prevail in that city, the 
situation is really improving, and the chances 
of a peaceful solution are growing decidedly 
stronger. This information the correspondent 
has from a high official authority. 

PERSONAL. 

Prince Ghika, the Roumanian agent m St. 
Petersburg, left the Russian Capital yesterday 
for Bucharest. Prince Menschikoff has gone to 
the Asiatic frontier to receive the Shah of Per- 
sia on behalf of the Czar, and Gen, Todleben 
has departed for San Stefano to take the place 
of the Grand Duke Nicholas, who is to return 
to St. Petersburg. 


PEACE PROSPECTS. 
PEACEFUL. 

Lonpon, April 19.—The tenor of this morn- 
ing’s news from the various Capitals is peaceful. 
but does pot quite confirm the positive an- 
nouncement published yesterday. 

PRUDENTIAL. 

The Times, commenting on the dispatch from 
St. Petersburg, to the effect that a belief pre- 
vails in official circles that Germany’s mediation 
is likely to be successful, and that che Congress 
will soon meet a oreliminary conference of Am- 
bassadors at Berlin, probably deciding that invi- 
tations shall be issued to consider the modifica- 
tions necessary in the treaties of 1856 and 1871, 

that it is confidently expected that some 
formula will be accepted in both London 
and St. Petersburg, ete., says:: We cannot 
afford any more engagements of imper- 
fect accuracy. It is necessary, there- 
fore, for the prseent, to entertain with reserve 
the encouraging hopes held out to us by the 
mediation now offered, and however hopeful 
may have been the preliminary interchange of 
views, it will also be necessary for our Govern- 
ment to consider with great care the specific 
proposition which is made to them.” The same 
articie considers that no alarm need be aroused 
by the proclamation of tne Queen prohibiting 
the export from this country of war materials. 
Such prohibition, it says, is a necessary precau- 
tion so long as we are are compelled to com- 
tempiate the possibility of having to assert our 
interest by force. 
LESS SANGUINE. 

The Daily News has a St. Petersburg special 

saying: **The unofficial press is less sanguine 


than the official, because it thinks that En- | 
giand’s preparations are consistent with 
peaceful inclinations.” 

BISMARCK'S COMPROMISE. 

The Vienna corresponaent of the Times thinks 
Gen. Toaleben’s appointment to the command 
at San Stefano may be the first step towards 
effecting a compromise by Bismarck touching 
the position near Constantinople, that is, the 


simultaneous withdrawal of the British fleet | 


from the Sea of Marmora and the Russians 
from the neighborhood of Constaatinople. 
Russia's WILLINGNESS. 

A special to the Times from Berlin says Rus- 
sia is willing to discuss all clauses of the treaty 
of San Stefano, but does not conceal her deter- 
miuation to defend its principal stipulations, 
sword in hand, if necessary. 

PREMATURE: 

Beri, April 18.—The statement of the 
Central News, of London, yesterday, that the 
Powers have agreed to Prince Bismarck’s sug- 
gestion that Ambassadors at Berlin should hold 
a conference to arrange the course of proceed- 
ings at the proposed Congress, time of meeting, 
etc., and that the respective Governments have 
been formally requested to instruct their Am- 
bassadors accordingly is premature, although 
there is no doubt that the lately existing ten- 
sion of the diplomatic relations bas diminished, 
and the chances of the Conference assembling 
have certainly increased. 

A PREDICTION. 

Parts, April 19.—The Journal des Debats de- 
clares its belief that German mediation really 
aims at the re-establishment of the triple al- 
liance and the isolation of England. 

ANOTHER HITCH. 

Lonpon, April 20—5 a. m.—Special dispatches 
from St. Petersburg indicate that a new hitch 
has occurred in the negotiations. One corre- 
spondent says flatly that Germany proposed 
that the Congress should be summoned to re- 
vise the treaties of 1856 and 1871. Russia ac- 
cepted the propesal, but England has rejected 
it, and again insists on her original conditions.

TURKEY. 
RUSSIAN DEMANDS. 

Lonpon, April 19.—A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople says the Porte has addressed a note 
to the Grand-Duke Nicholas explaining 
the conditions of the promise made by 
Turkey to evacuate Shumla, Varna, and 
Batoum. It says that a ereat part of 
the garrisons of these places have already becn 
withdrawn. The treaty of peace does not fix 
any definite period for the evacuation, and 
moreover the positions respectively occupied 
now are conformable to the provisions of the 
armistice. The Porte promises that in propor- 
tion as the new Bulgarian territory is evacuated 
by the Russians in accordance with the treaty, 
Turkey will successively ourrender one fortress 
after another.

CUSTOMS FRAUDS. 
SILK IMPORTATIONS.

Wasuninoton, D. C., April 19.—The Treasury 
Commission now investigating Custom- House 
matteref has made remarkable discoveries rela- 
tive to the importations of silk. It appears 
that it is not oniy impossible to import silks in 
bond to any Western cities, but that leading 
houses in Eastern cities cannot import them. 
For the last four years silk importation has been 
entirely out of the hands of American dealers. 
This is accomplished by what is called a system 
of consignments. The chief manufacturers 
in Europe and their agents in this 
country are parties to this transaction. 
They refuse to sell to American mer- 
chants or their agents, and the European 
manufacturers consign all goods either to them- 
selves or to their agents in New York City. The 

goods so cousigned are valued often at

THE LAKE-FRONT. 

WHY THE EFFORTS OF THE VaLBNTINE-SCRIP 
CLAIMANTS WILL PROVE UNSUCCESSFUL. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

Wasnineton, D. C., April 16.—The follow- 
ing facts and theories are submitted as a contri- 
bution to the literature of the Lake-front and 
Valentine-scrip questions: 

The efforts of the Valentine-scrip claimants 
to secure title to that portion of the Lake-front 


. which has been reclaimed from the water, as un- 


occupied public lands,“ will prove unsuccessful, 
for the reason that that land is not unocc upied 
public land, and that the United States has no 
title to it. The title to all that portion of the 
Lake-front which has been reclaimed from the 
lake is in the city, for two reasons: 

First—It is true of all the States that over- 
flowed lands, except where specially specified, 
were not ceded to the General Government. 
This reservation was one of the reserved rights 
of the States. And what was true of the origi- 
nal States has been decided bythe United 
States Supreme Court to be true of the new. 


stitution. The land under all navigable inland 
waters, when not used for purposes of naviga- 
tion, belongs to the States. 

There is a long line of decisions of the United 
States Supreme Court in favor of this point. 
These decisions were from l6th Peters to the 
last volume of Otto, the present Reporter of 
the United States Supreme Court. 

Second—If this is not so, the title to the 
Lake-front, beyond the eastern line of Michigan 
avenue, was conveyed to the State of Illinois by 
the Swamp-Land act of 1550. At the time of 
the passage of that act, all the land in contro- 
versy in the Valentine-scrip cases, except the 
Dearborn-Park tract, came within the provis- 
ions of the Swamp-Land act. 

Third—The distinction made by the common 
law between accretions made by an act of na- 
ture, and changes accomplished by the hand of 
man, is against the Vaientine-scrip claimants as 
to all the improved portiuns, or reclaimed por- 
tions of the e-front. By the common law, 
the a tions by the processes of nature belong 
to the abutting property-owners; but any land 
that was reclaimed from the sea, or which was 
made by the process of filling up, always belong 
to the sovereign. According to that distinc- 
tion, the made land of the Lake-front belongs 
to the State.

I bad no verbal transactions with any one con- 
cerning the matter that were not perfectly con- 
sistent with those written papers which have 
been published, and all that I said and did was 
iu my ow-wu name and on my own responsibility, 
without the knowledge of Mr. Hayes or any 
communication with him in reference to it, 
and it was eo known and understood by par- 
ties at the time. The whole thing con- 
sisted simply in the expression of my own 
opinion and belief as to. the course which 
Mr. Hayes when he became President would

I do not believe that there was 
any intrigue of any character baving reference 
to the issue and result of that count between 
Mr. Haves and anybody, or between any of 
the friends of Mr. Hayes, and any Democrats 
or Republicans.

THE PROPOSED INCOME TAX.

CANAL COMPETITION, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, April 19. —It is said the managers of 
the canal lines are making extraordinary efforts to 
secure West-bound freight, and many contracts have 
been made. Large jobbing houses at Chicago, 
Toledo, Detroit, Cleveland, Buffalo, and other 
lake cities refuse to submit longer to the rates es- 
tablished by the trunk linea, and threaten to send 
all their shipments dy canal and steamer unless 
the railway rates on West-bound freight are cut 
down. A few weeks ago the Executive Committee 
of the trunk lines resolved to reduce the West- 
bound rates 30 percent. in anticipation of the 
opening of canal navigation, but before the circu- 
lar was issued this action was reconsidered and in- 
definitely postponed. As one result, in less than 
two working days one agent lost 1, 600 packages of 
merchandise, The transfer of merchandise to the 
canals, in addition to the diversion of trade to 
Boston, will be seriously felt the railroads. 
Anotner agent mentions the factthat Morgan, Root 
& Co., of Cleveland, have made a contract to ship 
100 cases of dry goods by canal and steamer from 
this city to Cleveland at 20 cents per 100 pounds, 
to be delivered in ten days, agreeing to ship all 
goods over this route if the goods are delivered in 
the stipulated time. The trunk lines charge 49 
cents per 100 pounds for the same distance.

Sarnza, Out., April 19.—The celebrated libel 
suit prought by the Hon. Alexander Mackenzie, 
Premier of the Dominion, against the proprie- 
tors of the Sarnia Canadian newspaper, was 
tried here to-day. The alleged libel was con- 
tained in an article published by that paper in 
February, 1877. The article was written in 


figurative language, but was to the effect that 
Mr. Mackenzie had divulged to bis brother, 
prior to a change in the tariff, that the Govern- 
ment intended to increase the duty on tubing, 
that the latter took the hint, and imported a 
large supply of that material to his advantage 
and profit. The defendants pleaded not guilty. 
Their counsel offered evidence to show that 
such a report was prevalent at the time, and 
that the defendants published it in good faith. 
Tne Judge ruled that such testimony could 
only be offered at a higher court in mitigation 
of punishment should the defendants be found 
guilty by this Court. The Premier was put in 
the witness-box, and stated the usual course of 
proceedings in Parliament and at the Custom- 
House in reference to tariff changes. His evt 
dence was of a formal character, and intended 
to prove the article libelous. The counsel for 
a against argued the case at great length, 
when it was finally given to the jury, who; after 
an absence of two hours, could not agree, and 
were discharged. It is said the Premier will

Orrawa, April 19.—It is understood that ar- 
raugements have been completed whereby the 
St. Paul & Pacitic Railway have obtained a ten- 
vear lease of the Pembina branch of the Canada 
Pacific Road.

A bill has been introduced in the House ot 
Commons to amend the act res ing the 
adulteration of food. The object of tne bill is 
to extend its provisions so as to meet the case 
of a substitute sold for butter, called oleomar- 
garine. The bill provides that, in all cases, the 
imitation is to be labeled, to prevent it from 
being palmed off as butter. 

Mr. Stewart Thane, editor of the Lumber- 
man’s Journal, of London, Eng., gave interest- 
ing testimouy before the Immigration Commit- 
tee respecting the timber and lumber trade. lu 
1877 Canada sent about one-fourth of the totai 
supply of Great Britain, or 2,480,000 loads of 
fiftv cubic feet, or nearly atoneacn. Canadian 
first quality pine was superior to all other, but 
there had been a great falling off in quality of 
late years. Norway and Sweden were the chief 
competitors of Canada for the better sorts; 
while the Southern States’ pitcd-pine competed 
with the eoarse kinds, and was very largely 
used. Mr. Thane thought Canada should pro- 
tect her forests better, and systematically raise 
the better qualities of timber, as was done 
in the north of Europe. The best Canadian 
white and yellow pine was only used in England 
in the best buildings, and for ornamental work, 
models, ete. It was cleaner and safer than the 
best specimens of any other country. He 
thought the forest fires, which nowhere in 
Europe did more than trifling harm, were the 
chief causes of destruction in Canada, and might 
be greatly checked by looking after the debris 
of hewn trees, etc. The trade with England 
was always growing, and would increase, as 
would that with other countries. Twenty-five 
thousand men were employed in the lumber 
trade in the Ottawa Valiey, and probably more 
than 50,000 in all Canada, besides several thou- 
sand sailors. He recommended the appointment 
of Forest inepectors, and other protective 
measures.

He 
then B went to Dom’s restaurant between 11 and 
20 Pp. m -» Where he entered into conversation 
with Nieser Sam,“ who had been eating. Sam 
and Parker got into a dispute, which caused 
Dom to inform them that he was about to close 
his house, and they went out together, walking 
side by side. Ross’ Grove is a sparse collection 
of hickory trees overa mile distant from the 
village. Near the extreme end of the woods 
and about 300 feet from the track, within a 
clump of undergrowth, the body of Parker was 
found bya boy named David Donnelly, who 
was nutting, Sieween 3 and 4 p. m. Sunday, the 
18th. It laid in depressed ground, with the 
head toward the west and the feet elevated on a 
little knoll. The left or upper side of the head 
was crushed in, and upon it rested a huge stone 
weighing at least sixty pounds. The clothing 
was soaking wet and the body stiff and 
cold. The theory is that, upon reaching the 
woods, Sam or Parker suggested that they 
should leave the railroad track and cross to the 
turnpike, the other side of the woods; that 
Sam, upon reaching the clump of trees, throt- 
tled or struck Parker with the stone, knocking 
him to the ground. After rifling the dead man’s 
pockets the negro, fearing that he might re- 
cover and confront him with the robbery, 
crushed and dispatched him with the stone, 
which he left upon his head, and fled. About 
12:15 a. m. a terrific thunder-storm came up, 
and in the darkness Sam probably x— to 
the village ihe he turnpike or railroad track. In 
the place where the body was found a young 
man picked up a 81 bill. Officer Sweeney, 
hearing that Sam was the last man seen 
with Parker. made search and found 
him on the bridge ee to Port 
Jackson about 6:30 p. In the morning 
he had been at Dunlap's, in Port Jackson, ex- 
hibited $5 bills on two occasions, and gave an 
old man a bioody $5 note, Which Dunlap chang- 
ed to pay for.cider. Sam inquired of Sweeney why 
he arrested him, and, on reaching the lock-up, 
said he had no money except silver and nickel 
change, which he gave up. A search revealed 
the iact that be had 638.46 in 85 notes and 
smaller bills and silver. The fives were new, 
and nearly ali of them bore large finger-marks 
in deep red blood. Clem Steenburghb, a brother 
of Sam, served aterm in the Penitentiary, and 
was considered the most likely to- reach the 
gallows. There are four brothers, and they are 
all noted for their prodigious strength, and for 
dangerous temper when intoxicated. One 
of the witnesses on the trial 
testified that the murderer came 
to his house on Saturday, changed his shirt 
and pants, paid for his washing, and, with two 
five-cent pieces ia his hand, said. That is all 
the money I have;“ on Sunday he returned, and 
his clothes were dirty and be wanted another 
change; I noticed what I thought to be blood 
stains on his shirt; I told him that he had no 
clean shirt, and then he offered to buy one of 
mine, taking from nis pocket a large roll of 
Dills—all fives. IL asked him where he got so 
much money; he said I have been saving it 
up, knowing there was a hard winter coming.”’ 
During the inquest, excitement ran high in 
Amsterdam, and if the iniuriated populace 
could have laid bold of him he would 
have been lynched. As it was the officers 
who had him in charge, fearing 
that they who were shouting, **Hang him! 
hang him!“ would put their threat into execu- 
tion, rushed bim through the side streets on to 
a freight train at 2 o’clock at night, when he 
was conveyed to Fonda and put in jail. The 
murdered man was about 35 years of age, and 
was honest, and industrious with the exception 
of periods when he would tipple too freely, and 
fin that time his uniform good nature was 
changed. 


THE INDIANA HAMBURG.

Covineron, Ind., April 19.—The Coal Creek 
war is temporarily at an end. The massacres 
of unoffending negroes have ceased for the time 
being, and all is quict on the Wabash. Last 
night Brig.-Gen. George W. Russ, Adjutant- 
General of the State, arrived here, and this 
morning he Visited the battle-field of yesterday. 
An inquest was held on the bodies of the three 
murdered colored men, and a verdict of wiliful 
murder was returned, nineteen persons being 
implicated as principals or accessories. War- 
rants for their arrest were placed ip the 
hands of the Sheriff, who deputized 
several citizens, and proceeded to make 
the arrests. When Gen. Russ reached String- 
town this morning he found the militia under 
arms, about forty of them guarding their guns 
in the saloon where the trouble of Tuesday be- 
gan. Capt. Tipton, on being asked whether 
his men would submit to the civil force, said he 
had no doubt they would do so, and pledged 
himself that the peace sbould be preserved. 
The Sheriff then made the arrests, and eleven 
of the company fell out at the word of com- 
mand. A special train was in  watt- 
ing, and half an dour's sharp run 
brought the party to this city. Some 
forty negroes (witnesses) were brought along, 
and the party went before Justice Long for 
examination. The defense asked for time to 
prepare, and the case went over until 10 o’clock 
to-morrow, the accused being let out on $20,000 
bail each. Gen, Russ, in conversation with 
your reporter, said to-day that neither Gov.

A Perfectly Horrible Butchery, Followed 
by Suicide, at Troy, 0. 


‘*NIGGER SAM.” 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

New York, April 19.—Samuel Steenburgh was 
yung to-day at Fonda, N. V., for the murder of 
lacob 8. Parker on the night of March 17, 1877. 
A Times special says there were fully 15,000 
people in the village, extra trains having been 
run, and the farmers flocking in from the sur- 
rounding country. Steenburgu at first stoutly 
protested imnocence, and did not give 
up hope until Thursday last, when he 
dictated a confession, detailing the particulars 
ot seven murders, hinting at several others 
which be claimed to have committed, and 
acknowledging numerous robberies, incendiar- 
ism, and other crimes. This confession was 

copyrighted by the Sheriff and County Clerk, 
and met with a rapid sale to-day in pamphlet 
form at 25 cents a copy. 

Amore refractory prisoner never vexed a 
turnkey. He was subject to fits of temper in 
which he stopped at no violence. It was 
necessary to manacle him and fasten him 
with chains to the floor of his cell. In this con- 
dition he was kept day and night during nearly 
bis entire residence in prison. At first he scout- 
ed religious consolation, but latterly listened 
to the instructions of the Rev. Father Lowery, 
and yesterday afternoon was formally baptized. 

On being refused an extra quantity of whisky 
he raved and swore in a shocking manner, 
despite the earnest appeals of the good 
priest who had consented to remain with 
him all night. About 2 he quieted down and 
listened to Father Lowery’s exhortations. At 
8, after praying, he fell asleep iu his chair, and 
was afterward gently removed to his bed with- 
out waking. 

He made two unsuccessful attempts during 
the night to cheat the gallows. An Albany 
burglar confined in the jail was caught passing 
him one of the guards’ knives, which he had 
managed to steal. Later, Steenburgh tried to 
bite the radial artery of his left wrist, but was 
discovered in time and prevented. 

The scenes of the day were extraordinary. 
The gallows was erected in an inclosure. An 
arniy-post platoon guarded the gallows, and 
‘companies of militia from Schenectady and 
Johnstown kept the mob back outside. 10 

Steenburgh slept until 9:30. At 9:15 his 
mistress and child presented themselycs. The 
former was refused admission for fear of un- 
duly exciting the prisoner, but little Susie was 

taken to see her father. 

‘The jail officials placed no dependence on 
Steenburgh, and were afraid up to the last mo- 
ment that be would do something desperate 
and create a scene. 

-When he arose from his pallet he scemed in- 
different. He knelt with Father Lowery and 
offered a short prayer. At 10 o'clock the 
Rey. Mr. Frothingham, Dutch Reform- 
ed, was admitted to the cell, but 
Steenbureh at once ordered him 
‘out. Then turning to Father Lowery he asked 
him to stay by to the end. Soon afterward the 
priest heard his confession, and administered 
other consolations of religion. There was no 
mass or communion, Father Lowery not deem- 
wer him sufficiently advanced in religion to ap- 
preciate those rites. Steenburgh was now very 
softened. He said he forgave all his enemies 
and invoked the forgiveness of all he had 


Meanwhile, the crowd, both inside and out of 
the incl assum great proportions. 
Overlooking the inclosure were maple trees, and 
the branches were so full of men that they 
cracked. Every in seeing distance was 
crowded with 2 menand women. At 12:35 the 
outside crowd began to yell in a most disgrace- 
ful manner, shrieking: Fetch out that nig- 
ger!” These cries were heard by Steenburgh. 

A new suit of clothes and shirt, provided by 
the Sheriff, had been brought him, and he put 
on shirt and pantaloons of brown cloth, striped, 
but would have no more. He protested against 
being pinioned, and in this was humored. At 
12:30 o'clock the procession appeared. Soldiers 
marched on either side. The priests chanted 
the fiftieth psalm and the Miserere.“ The 
prisoner seemed entirely unconcerned, walked 
with tread, and occupied himself in cast-

The Commission has already 
probed this gigantic fraud so thor- 
oughly as to render it impossible for 
the Ring to continue its operations, 
which, it becomes manifest, could not have 
been carried on without the corrupt collu- 
sion of officials in the New York Custom- 
House, as well as of the American Consuls 
abroad who have certified to fraudulent un- 
dervaluations by manufacturers of silks 
and other goods upon which an ad 
valorem duty is collected.

At the Thursday evening meeting of the 
City Council Ald. CUr AAA rox tried to intro- 
duce a remonstrance against the use of Bed- 
ford (Ind.) stone in the new City-Hall. It 
is charged that the difference in color and 
formation will produce an unsightly con- 
trast, and that the effect will be unfortunate, 
and ought, if possible, to be prevented.” It 
is quite probable that the signers of the re- 
monstrance formed their opinions upon 
hearsay, and not by comparative examina- 
tion. Specimens of the Bedford stone, such 
as is to be used, present but a slight differ- 
ence of color from the Lemont stone that is 
being put into the walls of the Court-House. 
The Bedford is a shade darker tham the Le- 


mont, but the degree is so small as to be 
barely perceptible at a little distance off. A 
year’s exposure to the atmosphere will 


render the Lemont stone the darker of the 
two. Astothe quality, there can only be 
one opinion: the Bedford is by far the su- 
perior. The Bedford stone has a granite 
grain, while the Lemont is a laminated, scal- 
ing stone. Fifty years from now the former 
will be as perfect as when first put in the 
walls. Who can say as much of the other? 
The people must not allow themselves to be 
deceived by the false cries set up by the dis- 
appointed members of Epwin War's 
stone ring. The Bedford stone is not only 
altogether the best material, but it is the 
cheapest. The lowest bid for Lemont stone 
was that of Tomuiinson & Rezp;—$536,000, 
—while the same firm bid to) do the work 
with Bedford stone for $477,698, or $58,307 
less money. That sum is certainly worth 
saving these hard times. The other Lemont 
stone bids ranged higher. The city would 
be very foolish to give more money for an 
inferior article than it has to pay for a supe- 
rior one, no matter if Ep. WaLkenr’s ringsters 
are disappointed. The City-Hall will cost 
half a million less than the Court- House, and 
the County Commissioners’ Ring don’t like to 
have this disparity staring them in the face, 
as it will give rise to disagreeable questions 
and damaging suspicions.

We print elsewhere the form of a petition 
to the National House of Representatives for 
the passage of a New Immediate Trans- 
portation law.” The petition has been pre- 
pared in this city, and, in addition to being 
presented to all importers here, will be for- 
warded to all the ports-of-entry cities of the 
West for the signatures of importers doing 
business in such cities.

It is ab- 
surd for him to belabor the President, when 
the President pays no attention to him. He 
must have something palpable and tangible 
and recalcitrant to assail, and then an issue 
might be made and a result secured. His 
present system of tactics is of that profitiess 
sort that will last forever. The best thing 
that he can dois to select some recognized 
champion of the Administration who will hit 
back and make a square issue with him, and 
no better man can be found than Sraniey 
Matruews, who, Mr. Conxuine himself says, 
is not only a relative of the President, but 
was placed inthe Senate by him, and to be 
his factotum. Sraxter Marrurws has al- 
ready given Mr. CoxxL NO sufficient provo- 
cation,—in fact has indirectly questioned his 
veracity. He (Coxxtuxo) charged him with 
having been a party toa corrupt bargain 
with the Southerners by which the Nicholls 
Government was placed in power as the con- 
dition of Mr. Hares obtaining the Presi- 
dential chair; but Marruews denies the 
soft impeachment, and charges that Conx- 
Linc himself was party to a bargain 
with the Democrats to defeat the counting 
of the Electoral vote of Louisiana for Mr. 
Harrs. Mr. Conxuine has intimated that 
SranteY Matraews had written letters with 
regard to Louisiana affairs that compromised 
both himself and the President, to which 
Matruews replies there are no such let- 
ters in existence. Now, these declarations 
directly impugn Mr. Conx.ine’s reputation 
as a truthful gentleman, and he cannot afford 
to let them pass unnoticed. He must reply, 
but jin replying we insist that he shall hang 
all his grievances upon the issue of the con- 
test, sp that we may hear nothing more of 
them in future. He might challenge him to 
debate or to physical combat. If the former, 
let the two combatants hire a hall with the 
understanding that the contest shall not end 
until one or the other is talked to death. If 
the latter, let them settle the question by an 
old-fashioned, square, stand-up game with 
hard gloves. Both gentlemen have some mus- 
cular powers, we believe, that must be out 
of practice. As Montcomery Bram has 
an itch for notoriety, he might be selected 
as bottle-holder. That would give him 
something to do and keep him still for 
awhile. If these three gentlemen knew how 
thankfully the people of this country would 
accept any situation that promised a riddance 
of their brawling garrulity, they would 
promptly follow the course we have indi- 
cated, and give usa long and gratefal rest, 
especially a rest from ConxLine.

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NEW YORK CUSTOM-HOUSE FRAUDS. 

Our Washington dispatches of yesterday 
present a new phase of New York Custom- 
House frauds, and in this phase it would ap- 
pear that the thieves in New York must, of 
necessity, have accomplices inthe Treasury 
Department. By the law of March 3, 1851, 
it was provided that, as a part of the foreign 
market value of merchandise, all costs and 
charges, except insurance and commissions 
at the usual rates, should be included. This 
was the law down to June 30, 1864. At the 
last-named date a new law was enacted 
which made it more plain that all inland 
freight charges (from any point—no matter 
how far inland—to the port of export) are 
proper elements to be considered in ascer- 
taining the true foreign dutiable market 
value of imported merchadise. The law of 
1851 was plain enough, and, under it, it was 
the practice of Collectors of Customs to ex- 
act duties on all such charges. But when 
the law of 1864 was enacted, it was so much 
more specific and mandatory on this sub- 
ject that the importers conceived the idea of 
recovering all the duties they had paid 
on account of such charges during 
the period from March 8, 1851, to June 30, 
1864,—thirteen years. They held: 1) That 
no commission was fixed by law, and that 
the actual commission, whether less or 
greater than 2} per cent, was the true 
dutiable commission. (2) That only such 
charges should be added as accrued before 
merchandise set out on a determined destina- 
tion to the United States. (3) That in 
cases where goods were purchased /ree on 
board nothing on account of charges could 
be required to be added. Having estab- 
lished this theory to the satisfaction of the 


Customs Division of the Treasury Depart- . 


ment, and perhaps to the satisfaction of a 
court, we know not, the importers of New 
York have been making up cases to fit the 
theory. That is to say, they have been 
proving to the satisfaction of the Customs 
Division aforesaid that during the period 
from 1851 to 1864 they paid 1 per cent or 
one-half of 1 per cent, commission or 
no commission, whereas they had paid 
duties on 2} per cent commission; and 
that theif merchandise was  inva- 
riably placed “‘ free on board” at Liverpool 
or Havre, whereas they had been charged 
duties and freight-charges for inland trans- 
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various dis- 


tances. In this way they have drawn from 
the Treasury two million dollars. As a mat- 
ter of fact they are, according to the decis- 
ions of the Customs Division of the Treas- 
ury Department, entitled to about $400,000 
more. But, unfortunately for them, the 
appropriation for that purpose is exhausted. 
It is now asked by the Treasury Department 
that this sum be included in the Appropria- 
tion bill. And it is on this estimate or rec- 
ommendation that the House Appropriation 
Committee have instituted an investigation. 
Our Washington dispatches show how these 
Of course 
the bulk of them came from New York, and 
they bear marks of almost unfathomable 
crookedness. 

We have taken the trouble to refer to the 
report of the Secretary of the Treasury for 
the year 1877 for enlightenment on this sub- 
ject.. We find that the list of customs-re- 
funds included in the report for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1877, fills twenty-nine 
pages, The total amount of refunds is $546,- 
867. Almost one-half of this grand total— 
$270,571—is made up of charges and com- 
missions.” That is to say, nearly one-half of 
the customs-refunds for the fiscal year 1877 
consists of claims from thirteen to twenty-siz 
years old! These claims present another 
curious feature. The interest and costs far 
exceed the original claims in amount. The 
claims paid during the fiscal year 1877 are 
composed as follows: Principal, 8109, 274; 
interest and costs, $161,297. That is to say, 
the principal sum of the claims is 40 per 
cent of the whole, while the interest and 
costs is 60 per cent. Assuming that the ag- 
gregate of two million dollars already refunded 
was similarly composed, $800,000 consisted 
of money actually paid by importers, and 
$1,200,000 of. interest and costs. 

It would be an interesting inquiry for the 
Committee to ascertain “what percentage of 
these customs-refund claims go to the origi- 
nal parties to the controversy, and what to 
the sharks who prosecute them. Doubtless 
most of the mercantile houses originally in- 
terested in the cases have disappeared from 
the mercantile world. These probably are 
represented by mousing lawyers. In 
looking over the list we note one very im- 
portant case,—that of E. S. Saerman et al. 
On the 26th of December, 1876, they re- 
ceived: from the Treasury Department the 
handsome sum of $13,868 principal, and 
the handsomer sum of $20,544 costs and in- 
terest ; and on the 29th of the same month, 
only three days later, they received $15,121 
principal, and $18,676 costs and interest, —a 
grand total of $68,511. 

We trust the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee will probe this subject to the bottom, 
and that the Biycaam and Hinps Commission 
will at least ascertain what proportion of the 
claims emanate from Gen. CREA A. 
Antuvr’s Collection District. 


THK MISSISSIPPI-OVERFLOW PRO.LEM. 
We direct particular attention to a letter 
which we print this morning, written by 
Capt. Jonn Cowpen, an old, intelligent, and 
experienced river man, who, as we believe, 
has discovered a practical and economical 
remedy against the overflow of the Missis- 
sippi cotton lands. There is a bill now pend- 
ing in Congress which appropriates $250,000 
for another survey preliminary to the vast 
levee scheme, which, when carried out, will 
cost not less than 5100, 000, 000, and proba- 
bly much more, and then bea failure. But 
even aless amount than itis proposed to 
appropriage for another preliminarv survey 
will sufi e to put Capt. Coworx's plan 
into practical operation, and part of the time 
occupied in surveying for one scheme will 
serve to test the efficacy of the other.“ 

Capt. Cowpen’s plan is simply to connect 
the Mississippi at a point some seven miles 
below New Orleans with Lake Borgue, which 
is in fact a bay, and on a level with the 
ocean. There is now a fall of some fourteen 
feet between New Orleans and the mouth of 
the river,—a distance of 120 miles,—whereas 
the proposed connection with Lake Borgne 
would give this fall of fourteen feet in six or 
seven miles. The river is now protected by 
embankments at this point, which prevents 
water from flowing into the marshes and 
thence into Lake Borgne or the Mississippi 
Sound, only eight miles distant from the 
river. Capt. CowpDEN now proposes to build 
two side levees parallel with each other, 
about a mile apart, to protect the plantations 
from overflow ; then cut the present embank- 
ment of the Mississippi and allow the 
overflow water to run off into the bay. 
This strip of a mile wide will direct 
the Mississippi high water into this new 
channel, and carry off the flood into Lake 
Borgne.” To do this it will only be neces- 
sary to purchase some 640acres of plantation 
lands and 3,840 acres of worthless swamp 
lands, to pay for clearing the swamps of 
trees and brush, and for building the two 
side embankments to hold the water from 
spreading over the plantations. In thus se- 
curing a fall of fourteen feet in a distance of 
seven or eight, instead of 120 miles, the sur- 
face of the river will be lowered so as to re- 
duce the average flood-tide four, five, or more 
feet at New Orleans, still more at Natchez, and 
still more at Vicksburg, where the river is 
narrower. The break of the river over the 
embankments at Lake Pontchartrain, which 
is above New Orleans some distance, has 
demonstrated the practical operation of this 
process. This outlet changed a fall of seven- 
teen feet from alength of 160 miles to the 
river mouth to the same fall in about 
six miles into Lake Pontchartrain, and 
since this outlet was forced through by the 
overflow of Bonnet Carre, the average flood- 
tide has been reduced 4 feet 3 inches at New 
Orleans, 8 feet 2 inches at Natchez, and 9 
feet 3 inches at Vicksburg. Another fall of 
14 feet in seven miles, which now goes 120 
miles, will make another proportionate re- 
duction. When the river is low, there will 
be but a shallow flow of water into Lake 
Borgne; but when the river is high the 
water will make a channel for itself a mile 
wide and 12 or 16 feet deep, emptying into 
the Sound and relieving the entire river be- 
tween New Orleans and Memphis. We have 
heard little of damage from overflows on the 
lower river bottoms since the Mississippi 
broke through Bonnet Carre into Lake Pont- 
chartrain, three or four years ago; we shall 
hear nothing of them when Nature shall be 
assisted in making another and larger out- 
let into Lake Borgne. 

This experiment, which is certainly based 
upon a reasonable and scientific theory, and 
which has the effect of the Lake Pontchar- 
train outlet to confirm its operation, will 
cost less than is proposed to spend on the 
work of surveying alone for th 
system, and afford the necessary relief im- 
mediately. The whole work can be com- 
pleted in afew months. But the general 
levee system contemplates the expenditure 
of from $80,000,000 to $100,000,000 fora 
mere experiment, the success of which is 
rendered exceedingly doubtful by the results 
of previous efforts in the same direction. 
It is believed by many competent engineers, 
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and among them Capt. Ears, that the fur- 
ther embankment of the river will only tend 
to raise the bed and extend the mouth of the 
river still further into the Gulf, as it has 
already been extended from New Orleans to 
where it is now within a brief period; that 
the greater length of the outlet will render 
the floods still higber and more dangerous, 
and that new and higher embankments will 
constantly be needed. If this theory is cor- 
rect, then all the resources of the Govern- 
ment will not suffice to protect the Missis- 
sippi lands from the overflow of the June 
rise under the embankment system. 

Capt. Cowpen’s plan will also assist the 
efforts of Capt. Eaps to keep the mouth of 
the river clear, for there will then be less 
mud carried down to the mouth to wash out 
the jetties, and the channel at the Delta will 
be deeper and clearer. The small amount of 
money required to make this outlet experi- 


ment compared with the vast sum necessary 


to build the 1,200 miles of huge embankment 
experiment ought toinduce Congress to grant 
the necessary appropriation for Capt. Cow- 
Dxx's plan, and await its operation before 
beginning any work on the other. The val- 
ue of his plan can be determined even this 


year, if taken in hand at once. 
EA A TTY 
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DEARBORN-STREET OPENING. 

Of course, any action or proceeding by the 
City Council or by the officers of the City 
Government which tends to increase the 
financial embarrassments of the city finds a 
prompt and unscrupulous advocate and 
champion in Sronxr's Tunes. The repeal 
of the Dearborn-street-opening ordinance 
furnishes a possibility to add $1,100,000 to 
the city’s liabilities, and forthwith Srorzy’s 
Times insists that that sum be added to the 
public debt to be paid by taxation, and then 
the payment of the tax must be resisted be- 
eause the city had no power to incur the 
liability. To avoid that precise difficulty, 
the Council should have refrained from 
passing the repealing ordinance, and the 
Mayor ought now to veto it. 

The condemnation proceedings awarded to 
the owners of property $1,122,011 for dam- 
ages; the charge for benefits was $904,000. 
The damages exceeded the benefits $218,000. 
A special tax was levied to the amount of 
$174,000, and the remainder, $44,000, be- 
eame a charge on the general tax levy. The 
city has collected a part of these taxes and 
has paid them out. Some of the “ benefits” 
have been collected and paid out to the per- 
sons entitled to damages. To this extent 
the condemnation proceedings have become 


complete. The City Council, at its meeting 


on Monday last, not only repealed the 
original ordinance under which the street 
has been practically opened, and on. the line 
of which permanent improvements have been 
erected, costing the owners nearly $300,000, 
but the Council instantly passed another 
ordinance providing for new proceedings to 
open the already opened street, and directing 
new proceedings for condemning the prop- 
erty in the street on the same line. Now, if 
the street had been opened under the old or- 
dinance, and is already in the possession of 
the city as a public highway, then the city 
must concede that the original condemnation 
proceedings had been accepted by the city, 
and the street had become public property, 
for which the owners had become entitled to 
compensation under the award. It could 
not condemn as private property a street 
which is already a public highway; and the 
whole proceeding to practically vacate a 
street, and then institute proceedings to 
condemn the land and open the same street 
again, is one of those farcical proceedings 
which, as was well said in this paper a few 
days ago by a member of the Bar, would be 
laughed out of any court. 

This double proceeding to vacate land and 
open a street, and after the street had been 
opened to declare the street vacated, and 
then open it again, is to create a complicat- 
ed series of liabilities to and from property- 
owners and the city which involves a mill- 
ion or more of dollars; and all this is calcu- 
lated to increase the financial difficulties of 
the city, to draw in question the last levy of 
taxes, special and general, to dispute pre- 
vious payments to the city and by the city, 
and all this being in the way of producing 
financial coufusion, difficulty, and embar- 
rassments, is just in the line of Srorry’s 
Times, whose greatest ambition is to force 
the city to disband all government and all 
taxation, and hand over the public peace 
and private property to a voluntary gov- 
ernment ” of the mob. 

We take no share in. producing any such 
lamentable state of affairs. We insist that 
the Council should have passed neither of 
these ordinances,—certainly that it should 
not have acted hastily and unadvisedly, and 
precipitated a condition of circumstances 
that may result in heavy responsibility by 
the city. The case may have a new aspect 
if the courts shall find that the city has gone 
too far to now repndiate the original action. 
In that case the effect of the repeal will be 
to release all persons from any liability to 
pay assessments for benefits, and leave to 
property-owners the right to recover by 
judgment from the city the whole amount 
of damages, or $1,122,011, with interest. 
The tax warrants forthe assessments for 
this work are now in the hands of the Coun- 
ty Collector, and, as this repeal will fur- 
nish a pretext for not paying the tax, 
Srorey’s Times finds new evidence of the 
„ patriotic spirit which pays no taxes, 
and demands the abolition of all govern- 
ment. If these property-owners shall, be- 
cause of this repeal, obtain judgments against 
the city, then, instead of being called upon 
to pay the tax for their benefits, they will 
compel next year a general levy of $1,122,000 
to pay them their damages. It was because 
of the possibility of this complication, and 
of the transfer of this large amount of pri- 
vate debt to the shoulders of the already 
burdened city, that we have protested against 
this hasty action, and urged that the Mayor 
veto both ordinances, in order to obtain time 
to act intelligently and advisedly in the 
matter.

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THE LANCASHIRE COTTON-SPINNERS. 
Ons hundred and twenty thousand cotton- 
spinners in Lancashire, Eng., have been, or 
soon will be, thrown out of employment be- 
cause one-fifth of their number, living in the 


‘two towns of the district, have refused to 


consent to a reduction of pay. This com- 
bined strike and lock-out began with a no- 
tice of a 10 per cent reduction in wages. 
Many of the operatives agreed to the new 
terms; others offered to compromise on a 
reduction of 5 per cent; still others held 
out for the old rates. The compromise 
terms would probably have been accepted by 
the employers if all the operatives had con- 
sented to them. The obstinacy of the spin- 
ners at Burnley and Blackburn—24,000 in 
all—broke off negotiations. They decreed a 
strike. The masters met them with a notice 
of lock-out, promising toshut down work 
everywhere in the district until the strikers 
came to terms. This lock-out will stop 
200,000 looms and 6,000,000 spindles, and 
make idle 120,000 work-people, four-fifths of 
whom are willing to accept the proposed terms 
ora compromise. It seems harsh and cruel, 
but it is a necessary act of protection; for 
the practice of the trades-unions is to levy 
contributions upon those members who are 
earning wages in order to support those who 
are on strike. Thus the masters of one town 
are made to contribute money to defeat the 
masters of another. Their only safety under 
such circumstances, they claim, is to stop 
wages all around. 

The merits of the case, as between the 
employers and operatives, depend upon the 
necessity for the reduction in wages. Of 
this there seems to be little doubt. The man- 
ufacturers have lately been unable to com- 
mand paying prices. Their stocks have been 
constantly increasing and their sales dimin- 
ishing. Three serious obstacles have com- 
bined to keep the consumers away from 
them. American competition has been, for 
the first time in many years, active and suc- 
cessful. It has arisen principally from the 
reduction of wages in this country due to 
the panic and hard times. American prints 
have been sold in Manchester, thus verifying 
the. old paradox that coals may be 
carried to Newcastle. Secondly, the Conti- 
nental competition has become important. 
France, Germany, Belgium, and Austria 
have built up manufactories which have 
claimed and obtained a share of the trade at 
home and in foreign markets. Thirdly, the 
market has been constantly falling under the 
influence of England and Germany in bull- 
ing gold. The demand for gold, following 
the attempt of Germany to make it the sole 
currency in that country, has increased its 
value as measured in all other commodities. 
Cotton prints have declined iargely as meas- 
ured in gold. Wages have risen because 
they are paid on the gold basis. The quan- 
tity of manufactured goods that formerly 
paid wages will no longer suffice for the pur- 
pose. The wages-fund having thus been cut 
into, the only alternative for the manufac- 
turers is to manufacture without profit or 
reduce wages. The rate of profit being al- 
ready lower than the current interest on 
money will permit them to take, they have 
ordered a reduction in wages, failing which 
they have shut down their mills. 

The men must accept a reduction of wages 
or quit work indefinitely. No strike against 
a reduction required by a falling market ever 
was or ever can be successful, for it is op- 
posed by natural laws more powerful than 
any combination of men. When the wages- 
fund is exhausted, wages can no longer be 
paid. When it is insufficient to pay the old 
rate of wages, and the profits and interest of 
capital have been reduced below the minimum, 
a strike is a proposition to take part of the 
capital from the employers and hand it over 
to the workmen,—or, in other words, to con- 
sume the means of reproduction, which 
maintain both capitalists and laborers. Ina 
controversy of this description the employ- 
ers have the force of events in their favor. 
The longer they hold out, the better their 
circumstances will become, because the in- 
crease in the value of their surplus stocks 


may be more than sufficient to cover the loss 


caused by the idleness of their capital. They 
cannot lose more by stopping work than 
by paying out in wages more than 
the wages-fund, unless, indeed, the differ- 
ence is small and promises to be only tem- 
porary, under neither of which conditiogs, it 
is presumed, would they order a reduction. 
If the circumstances were different, and the 
market were rising, the workingmen would 
have the current in their favor, and they 
would ultimately succeed, because it would 
be cheaper for the employers to pay them 
their due proportion than to contest it and 
fail of the advantage offered in the market. 
If stable prices prevailed, neither side would 
be likely to propose a change, because there 
would then be no motive to increase or re- 
duce wages. There can be no question that 
the market is now falling. Hence the strike 
in Lancashire is against reason and must fail. 
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THE ETHICS OF THE LAW. 
The Supreme Court of Wisconsin has al- 


ready rendered two decisions that will pass 
into the judicial history of the country as 
fine specimens of legal morality. The case 


“which called out the opinions referred to 


was that of Wrorr vs. Rivpsxoprr, first tried 
in the Circuit Court of the Milwaukee dis- 
trict, where Wionr obtained judgment 
against Rivpsxopr in the sum of $2,000, and 
appealed to the Supreme Court by the de- 
fendant.

County has ranked for many years as one of 
the finest fruit-growing counties in the State, 
and you would almost imagine yourself ina vast 
flower-garden. The peach, apple, cherry, plum, 
and pear trees are in full bloom, as well as the 
erab- apole iu the swamps. The strawberry- 
beds are also white with blossoms, and an old 
resident of forty-eight years said to the writer 
to-day *“‘thatin his recollection had Pike ever 
a finer prospect for bountiful crops of all kinds 
than et the present.“ Winter wheat is the 
staple of this county, and thirty-five to forty 
bushels per acre is no extraordinary yield. 
A greater breadth than usual was sown 
last fall, and sow stands from ten 
to twelve inches, is a dark, rich green color, 
and some fields are already beginning to joint. 
Owing to the bad roads, but little wheat has 
been marketed during the past tour months, 
the mills not being able toget enough to supply 
their local flour trade. It is now coming for- 
ward freely. The price here is from 95 cents to 
$1 per bushel. The fine prospect for a new 
crop does not hold out any inducements for 
higher prices. The con crop is also an impor- 
tant item here, of which but little is shipped, as 
it is mostly ted to stock. A few fields are al- 
ready planted, but next week (the 22d) will be 
the busy planting week. The crop in the shock 
was badly damaged by the contined hot weath- 
er, aud is not in a merchantable condition.

We have been waiting for the plum blossoms to 
come out for two weeks, but the sun has shone 
put little duriug the time, and it has been cold.

While we have had frequent rains, 
there has been only sufficient water to moisten 
the ground, pone to raise the streams or fill up 
the sloughs.

The leading produce markets were rather siow 
yesterday, and unusually steady. It was Good 
Friday, which is observed as a close holiday in En- 
gland, and measurably so in commercial circles 
in New York: Hence there were no advices to 
sway the course of the markets here, and no war 
news of consequence, even consoles being unquot- 
ed. The consequence was u dull day in pro- 
duce circles here, and a resolution to ad- 
journ at 1 o’clock in the absence of advices. 
The receipts of produce were fair in volume, 
thoagh with some falling off in grain, and the ship- 
ping movement was somewhat impeded by the fact 
that vessels ready to load were scarce, though some 
parties reported an easier feeling, owing to a ces- 
sation of the demand from Milwaukee for freight 
room. 

The demand for staple and fancy dry goods was 
in no degree abated. Orders continue to pour in 
from all sections of the West and Northwest, and 
a more active business is in progress than our mer- 
chants have experienced fora number of seasons 
past. Groceries continue to move on a generous 
scale, and are steadily and firmly hela. Of late 
there has been a large movement in sugars, and 
stocks here have been cut down to very small di- 
mensions. The present activity is chiefly 
due to the prevailing low rates of freight 
between Chicago and extreme Western 
points. In the dried-fruit market lit- 
tlhe change was observable. There was 
a good degree of activity in the demand from tne 
city and country trade, and most descriptions were 
firmly held, Fish were unchanged. There was 
nothing new tn the condition of the butter market. 
Cheese is arriving freely, and the market remains 
in a depressed condition. No changes were re- 
ported in the leather, tobacco, bagging, coal, and 
wood markets. Oile were in good request, with 
Jard oil weak, and naphtha and gasoline quoted 1c 
lower. Paints continue active and steady. 

The Western demand for lumber continues large, 
and the yard dealers have their hands full of busi- 
ness. The market is firm, and some grades are 
held higher, ag they are tempo y scarce., The 
receipts continue light, and cargo market 
quiet and steady. There is a good demand for car- 
goes, and the next fleet will probably sell quickly. 
The wool market was quiet and unchanced. 
Broom-corn was dull and somewhat unsettled. 
Seeds were quiet, clover and timothy being a shade | 
firmer, while other varieties wer@sJow and easy, 
Potatoes were dull. Poultry was in good local re-

Yesterday he was before Judge McAllister on a 
writ of habeas corpus, and the Judge held, in ef- 
fect, so the police say, that a man could not be ar- 
rested unless his name was khown. To his mind, 
the officer having this particular warrant 
could have arrested any one he saw 
fit. Carr was released, and. another no- 
torious thiefis at large. The police authorities, 
however, told him if he didn't leave town he would 
be run in every twenty-four hours. Under this 
decision of Judge McAllister,the confidence men 
will have the run of the city, for if the Grangers 
knew them they wouldn't loan them their money, 
and, not knowing them, they cannot have them 
arrested. 

THE NEW WARRANTS 

have not yet been issned, and their form cannot 
be given. It is undersiood, however, that they 
state that they are payabie out of the taxes levied 
for expenditures of 1878 when collected, and that 
they contain a provision to the effect that their 
acceptance releases the city from all claim on the 
part of the individual who has done the labor or 
furnished the material for which the warrant is 
issued. They difler in these particulars from 
the ordinary warrant, which is 1 a direc- 
tion to the Treasurer to pay A. B. so much 
money and charge it to such and 
a fund. It is understood that, after it is 
officially known that these warrants are to be is- 
sued, an appiication will be made for an injunc- 
tion to restrain the city officers from issuing them, 
on the ground that they are an evidence of indebt- 
edness—of an increase in the city's debt above the 
limit prescribed by the Constitution. While the 
warrant stipulates that the city is to be released 
from all liability, yet it will be held in the bill that 
it is in the nature of a mortgage on the city’s com- 
ing revenue, and is, therefore, an evidence of in- 
devdtedness. Tt is held, indeed, by one 
or two, who go to extremes, that the 
city cannot legally issue any warrant of 
any kind unless there be money in the Treasury 
wherewith to pay it; that if a warrant be issued, 
and the Treasurer have no funds, it should at once 
be canceled. 

In case the Appellate Court should decide in favor 
of the city, as itis believed it will do, the city 
officers will probably not consent to an appeal to 
the June term of the Circuit Court, which wil] be 
held at Mount Vernon. but will insist upon their 
right to have it go up to the September term, which 
is holden at Ottawa, thus postponing action in the 
case until late in the year.

Schliemann’s Next Job. 
London mes. 

Dr. Schliemann, whose collection of antiqui- 
ties trom Hissarlik are now attracting so much 
attention at the South Kensington Museun, is 
not satisfied with the laurels he bas gained. In 
Germany, where his discoveries excited at first 
tue greatest skepticism, he has completely car- 
ried the day. The German 8 cal 
Society, under the Presidency of Prof. Virchow, 
presented Dr. Schliemann lately with a diploma 
of honorary membership, and with a magnif- 
icent album, containing an allegorical title- 
page, in which his croaking critics are repre- 
sented by toads squatting on a large toad-stool, 
while the Goddess of Victory crowns the in- 
defatigable discoverer. 

Dr. Schliemann himself, however, thinks that 
there is still some werk for him to do at Hissar- 
lik, and be has therefore secured a new firman 
and intends to continue his excavations as soon 
as the countrv is at all safe to live in. There is 
some uncertainty, for instance, with regard to 
the old building north of the gate, and Dr. 
Schliemann now ivtends to lay open the whole 
of that portion. He maintains that immediately 
north ol the ate there is a mansion larger than 
the rest, into which the gate passage leads; that 
the ruins of that mansion are covered by a layer 
of stones and red ashes, eight or nine feet thick, 
and that on that layer there stands another pre- 
historic house, left by him in situ. His first 
work will be to lav free the whole of the lower 
house, and he invites all who doubts his state- 
ments to be present at his excavations. His 
object now is to uncover the whole of the city, 
from twenty-three to thirty-three feet below 
the surface, but the outlay for such an under- 
taking will be considerable. 

He also hopes that new discoveries will con- 
vince the incredulous that the treasure now ex- 
hibited at South Kensington is not a forgery, as 
has been stated by his former cook, Nicolas. It 
is weil-known, however, to all who take an in- 
terest in these matters thal another treasure 
has already been found, viz., by some of Dr. 
Schliemann’s workmen, and carried off to Con- 
stantinople, where it is now exhibited in the 
Imperial Museum. A description of that second 
Trojan treasure, by M. Philip Dethier, the 
keeper of the museum, was given in the Revue 
Archiologique, June, 1876, and leaves no doubt 
that it belongs to the same period as the one 
now exhibited at tne South Kensington Museum.

A SOUTH-AFRICAN RIDE.

The rathcr far-fetched title of this volume 
is taken from the parched and barren district in 
the interior of South Africa which is known to 
geographers as the Kalahari Desert. It lies be- 
tween the settled countries bordering the 
southeasterp and southern coasts and the great 
hunting-grounds iving to the north, and must 
be crossed in order to reach the latter, uniess 
the traveler chooses to penetrate Africa from 
the west, and pass through a region infested 
by the tsetse-fly, which suffers neither horses 
nor cattle once entering the district to escape 
with their lives. The author of the volume is 
one of that large class of roving English- 
men who find the chief amusement 
of life in wandering over the face of 
the earth in search of novelty in scene and ad- 
venture. Capt. Gillmore has traveled, with his 
rod and gun, through nearly all the wild, re- 
mote, and solitary places in either hemisphere, 
that promised to reward him with abundant 
game, and equally abundant hardship; and has 
published at the end of each trip a lively ac- 
count of its incidents. But the hunting - grounds 
of South Africa remained to be visited until 
two or three years ago, when, with a single 
companion of kindred tastes, he prepared to 
explore their resources for us apd ex- 
citing sport. 

No maps of the route followed, no dates, and 
few distances are given to make clear t 
course of the travelers; but, from the scanty 
hints afforded, we infer that the departure 
from England occurred in October, 1875. The 

ter portion of the costly outfit necessary 

or the expedition was procured before starting, 
and the remainder was obtained at Cape Town 
and Port D’Urban,—the last being the point at 
which the tourists finally struck off inland. 

The baggage and equipments of the party load- 

ed a heavy Cape wagon, drawn by oxen, while 

dogs and horses made a respectable-sized cara- 
van. Progress under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances is tediously slow over the horrible 
roads leading to the interior; but manifola 
expedients were devised to obstruct Capt. Gill- 
more’s advance by treacherous attendants and 
jealous settlers, who regard with extreme sus- 
picion the movements of Englishmen within the 
solonies. With invincible pluck and energy, 
every resistance was overcome by the stout- 
hearted Captain, whose intention to shoot ele- 

hants on the barks of the Limpopo was not to 
be balked by human machinations. 

His most serious misfortune was the loss of 
his companion, who was compelled by illness to 
leave him midway on the overland journey and 
return to England. Even this catastrophe 
failed to shake the resolution of the Captain,w 
continued on bis way alone, with servants w 
language was unintelligible to him, and com: 
munication with white men limited to the eas- 
ual meeting with travelers, and the at 
rare intervals at the fs of or 
missionaries. The transit across the country 
was an exceedingly tollsome and harassing 
one, creating a continual wonder that it 
could be undertaken and persisted in for 
the mere object of pleasure. But it 
opened up new experiences in a region 
me unknown to the outer world; it offered 
a means of getting away with a large amount 
of time and money; and there were vast tracts 
at the end of the route thickly peopled by the 
largest and fiercest of the wild beasts of Africa, 
among whom the hunter could hope for his fill 
of the most exciting enjovments of the chase. 

In relating his experiences, the traveler does 
not trouble himself to give a complete or chro- 
nological narrative. He does not attempt to 
describe the country with particularity, nor to 
identify the strange plants or animals 
he meets. He contents himself with 
mentioning the local names of these 
last, and leaves tht reader to find out 
as best he can the appellations by which Science 
has made them known to the world. Neither 
does he make any note of the months or the 
seasons as they pass. His stay in the great 
hunting-grounds seems to have been prolonged 
to weeks, and his return to the coast was ac- 
complished within the round of a year. Yet, 
despite the carelessness of the record, it is 
deeply interesting; and, notwithstanding the 
frequent vexation at the foibles and short- 
comings of the author, he wins our respect as a 
traveler. His extreme good-nature under the 
most . tantalizing circumstances, his forbear- 
ance and kindness with his men his sympathy 
with his animals, and his manliness and gen- 
erosity in every situation, inevitably command 
admiration. en, tender hearts cannot help 
being touched by the strong man’s confession 
—albeit its g taste is questionable—that a 
woman’s betrayal! of his affections sent him out 
in his vouth a wanderer, thenceforth to seek 
distraction anywhere, everywhere, afar from 
home and native land.

The fourth number of this exquisite work pre- 
sents the subscribers with fifteen plates in col- 
ors, and ten in black and white. Those in col- 
ors represent costumes of France in the Seven- 
teenth and Eighteenth Centuries; of Europe in 
the Middle Ages; of India, Algeria, Egypt, and 
Japan. One of the most interesting pictures 
exhibits a grand hall in the Chateau de Pierre- 
fonds, which was built by Louis d’Orleans, 
brother of Charles VI. The building was at 
once a fortress and a residence. furnished with 
all the equipments necessary to the establish- 
ment of a great lord. The plate is pub- 
lished from a plan of an apart- 
ment restored by M. Viollet-le-Duc. Another 
highly interesting plate is that portraying cos- 
tumes of the French nobility in the Seventeenth 
Century. The gentlemen are all heavily cum- 
bered with long curling wigs and feathered 
chapeaus, and are gorgeously attired in gar- 

In these, 
as in all the colored plates, the different tints 

are laid on with the delicacy and exactness of a 

painting on ivory. They are beautiful samples 

of the perfection to which the art of chromo* 
lithography has been brought in Parts. 

The plates in piain black and white illustrate 
the modes of dress and the styles of furniture 
and domestic utensils in use by the Greeks and 
Romans. As all the pictures given in the work 
are carefully copied from ancient paintings, 
tapestries, ‘illuminated manuscripts, drawings, 
and relies that have been preserved from the 
past, their historic value is very great. They 
may be relied upon as authentic in point of 
fact, while, in the matter of execution, they are 
veritable works of art.

„History of Ceramics appeared in English in 
1878, and is now followed by the History of 
Furniture,’’—a volume of no less importance 
and magnitude. Both books have been trans- 
lated and edited by Mrs. Bury Palisser. 

The present work is divided into four parts,— 
the first treating of historwal and other furni- 
ture, of various periods and countries; the sec- 
ond, of hangings of different sorts,—tapcstries, 
embroideries, tissues, stuffs, painted Icathers, 
avd papers; the third, of objects of art derived 
from statuary,—including those of marble, 
stone, alabaster, bronze, ivory, wood, stucco, 
wax. and terra-cotta; and, lastly, objects of or-

His 
taste and scholarship in matters pertaining to 
the application of art to the industries were 
publicly recognized, and he was appointed one 
ot the Commission for improving the manufac- 
ture of Sevres, and also ope of the Commission 
having in charge the Department of Art at the 
Exposition of 1867. He was a frequent con- 
tributor to the literature of Art, and a list of 
his separate publications eaumerates as many 
as forty.

| SAINTE-BEUVE, 

Some recollections of Sainte-Beuve bave been 
contributed to the Atheneum by Mr. Charles 
Neate, who wasa schoolfellow of the essayist 
at Boulogne, and afterward at Paris. During 
the years that they continued under the same 
masters, the boys were on terms of affectionate 
intimacy, and the relation was sustained by in- 
terviews and correspondence until both 
gone far on in life. Of the conduct of Sainte- 
Beuve in youth, Mr. Neate states: “I can truly 
say that i never knew a boy who was more 
trusted and respected, both * his masters and 
schoolfeliows, or who more deserved to be so, 
and the world-has rarely seen a more exemplary 
one.“ Of the ability displayed bythe future 
essayist in his early. yearg, Mr. Neate says: 

He was certainly a clever—indeed, a very clever— 

y; but he was not what is called a boy of 

eniaé,—that is, he had not the er of spon- 
taneous aod self-complacent production which has 
often marred the mental growth of those to whom 
it has been given, but he had, instead, what de- 
serves to be catled, im the language of Bossuet, an 
immense desire’ of learning, and he had, by 
nature and study, in a singular degree, the power 
of turning that learning to account. He had in 
the way of mind what farmers in speaking of land 
call useful or very useful,—that is, he had a mind 
returning with interest all that was put into it. 
and. as‘ have beforesaid to a Frenchman, who 
asscuted to the remark, he made himself a genius 
** a force de travail. 

What that work was for some years after Sainte- 
Beuve had entered upon his career asa literar 
man, those who know only the habits of English 
authors and 1 students would hardly guess, 
and perhaps will with difficulty believe, In the 
spring and eummer, at least, Sainte-Beuve's da 
was thus divided and employed: Work from 6 tilt 
8; then a cup of coffee; then work again till 11; 
then the very moderate breakfast; then a walk to 
the public library, where he stayed till 4; then a 
walk back again to the frugal dinner; then work 
again till 11; no visitors admitted. turday 
evening he allowed himself to go out, and on Sua- 
day a friend who called would be admitted. 

t was by work of this sort, assisted by the 
nicest taste, and controlled by the severest. criti- 
cism, that he fertilized his mind, and accumulat- 
ed, while he sifted and refined at the same time, 
that marvelous knowledge of men and things which 
in the days of his maturity, and from thence near- 
ly to his end, flowed from him in a stream, —per- 
ennial aud pure, 


A WAX BUST. 

There exists in the Museum at Lille, in France, 
a beautiful wax bust, which is regarded as one 
of the masterpieces of Art. It was donated to 
the museum by Wicar, who obtained it in Italy; 
but no name was attached to il, and nothing 
was positively known of its history. Foratime 
it was supposed to be an antique; and then it 
was referred to Raphael, and also to Leonardo 
da Vinci. It is now accepted, however, as of 
Florentine workmanship, and probably the 
product of Orsini, the most skillful of the cero- 
plastic artists of the fifteenth century. Many 
of the noted sculptors and painters occasionally 
worked in wax; thus Michael Angelo modeled a 
Descent from the Cross in this material, and 
Leone Leoni composed the beautiful bust- 
portrait of the great sculptor in the same man- 
Ler. 

. Atheneum says of the bust at Lille, 
at— 

It is one of the most mysterious, and, at tue 
same time, one of the profoundest, creations of 
genius in the whole range of Art. It is so strange, 
so unbke aught else in sculpture, we stand literally 
spell-bound at the first signt of this wonarous 
ethereal vision of loveliness, —a face of a perfect 
type of beauty, yet retaining a distinct individ- 
——— ht up by a sweet, sad smile, and 
which, from the nature of the material. aided by 
faint, partly-effaced coloring, has almost the 
sembiance of life. Return to it as often as we 
may, that first impression can never be eradicated. 
Those familiar with Italian art at once recognize 
the impress of Florentine genius as it was devel- 
oped towards the end of the fifteenth ceutury; 
bat seek to analyze the type, to study the prin- 
ciple of its conception, the method of its 
execution, and insensibly one finds oneself en- 
deavoring to solve the secret of the life hid- 
den in the fair form, and to which one feels 
some clew may be obtained in the indescribable 
tenderness of the downward glance, and the deli- 
cate curves and * shadows which 
play about the parted lips. From every point of 
view the modeling is that of a consummate mas- 
ter, the form is thorougbly felt, and the rendering 
of surface isa marvel of delicate manipulation: 
yet beyond and above this there remains the fasci- 
nation of an individual conception of beauty, of 
rare and subtle essence, that is the prerogative of 
the few supreme achievements of art, such as the 
Mona Lisa and the Venus of Milo. 


A MIGHTY HUNTER. 

Capt. Gillmore relates, in his late record of 
travel in South Africa, a remarkable story of 
the prowess of a hunter, who, less known thah 
Gordon Cumming, rivaled him in courage and 
skill. Mr. Finnety, the bero of the tale, was one 
day traveling over the uncultivated plains near 
Bamauwath, riding one horse and leading 
another. He had watered his animals at a pool, 
or sley as it is there called, and, passing 
on a little way deyond, Two lions 
sprang from the b on either side 
ot the ery 4 each seizing a horse. 
The mount that he was on fell in a moment, and 
shot him over its head: but the hunter was on 
his feet inatrivet. With the right barrel he 
killed the assailant of the horse he was riding 
with the left the brute that attacked the led 
horse. So quickly was the whole done that 
neither of the nags was injured.”’ 

Another exploit, told of the same hunter, is 
less brilliant, yet attests his singular coolness 
and accuracy of aim. As night closed in, he 
shot a large white rhinoceros, and left the game 
to be attended to In the morning: 

At break of day he started alone to find his 

uarry, and, after going a mile or 80. found it 

ead, with three lions around it. Mr. Finnety 
strolled up within a short distance of them and 
killed the trio, —each requiring only a single bul- 
let. Soon afterwards, having discovered an ele- 
phant-spoor, he followed it up, and after noon 
overtook the herd and bowled over a couple of 
tuskers. Retracing bis steps to regain his wagon, 
he had to pass by the dead rhinoceros, and, when 
doing so, found two more lions beside the carcass, 
These he also killed. In the morning Mr. Finnety 
went out with his pease to secure the ivory of the 
elephants slain the day before. On tneir route 
they passed a pool in a dry river-bed, and by it 
were two lions. He left his poopie, and, unsup- 
ported, walked upto them and killed them right 
and left. Thus seven lions fell before his gun in 
little over twenty-four hours. 


THE ‘**PORTFOLIO.”’, 

In the chapter from Hamerton’s biography of 
Turner which appears in the last Portfolio, very 
enthusiastic praise is bestowed on the vignettes 
with which the artist illustrated the poems of 
Rogers. No one can speak of Turner with the 
sublime fervor that inspires Ruskin when he 
discourses upon the great painter, yet Hamerton 
is quite satisfactory in the feeling he shows with 
regard to the masterly illustrations that have 
made Rogers’ poems immortal. “Of all 
artists who ever lived,“ says Hamerton, 
“T think it is Turner who treated the 
vignette most exquisitely; : they 
never seem to be shaped or put on 
the paper at all, but we feel as if a portion of 
the beautiful white surface had in some way 
begun to glow with the light of genius.” In 
words too many to be copied here, Mr. Hamer- 
ton comments upon the wonderful sense of 
space, of the shadowy vastness of lofty ranges 
of mountaina, and of the sublimity of sea and 
sky, which Turner would continue to convey in 
these minute pictures. An article only second 
in interest to this by Hamerton is upon the 
Schools of Modern Art in Rome, and by that 
conscientious and able critic, T. Bevvington 
Atkinson. Two mipor engravings of fine work- 
manship accompany the paper. 

The artistic features of the number are an 
etching by Lowenstam after a very interesting 
picture of Carl Schlosser’s named The Repri- 
mand“; a reproduction of the famous etching 
by Rembrandt, which Mr. Seymour Haden calls 
“the beautiful Omval, the most perfect of 
landscapes; and an engraving after a painting 
by F. Heilbuth, entitled “At the Villa Bor- 
ghesi.“

LIMITATION OF OUR MINDS. 
Now, it may be asked, Does this line of rea- 
soning prove there is no God?” Not at all. It 
simply proves that the finite mind is utterly im- 
potent to apprehend God.

THE GREAT AUK. 

A century ago, the Great Auk, Alca impennis, 
was a plentiful inhabitant of the American 
coast from Massachusetts northward. It was 
also found on the shores of Greenland, Iceland, 
and the northwest coast of Europe. Being a 
stupid, unwary bird, it was easily captured by 
mariners, who coveted it as an appetizing dain- 
ty, varying their monotonous bill of fare. The 
destruction of the bird has been so unsparing 
that at present the species is considered ex- 
tinct. The last specimen found was picked up 
dead at St. Augustine, Labrador, in November 
1870. Although in poor condition, it was sold 
for $200, and sent to Europe. Four 
of the bird are preserved in American museums, 
viz.: iu the Smithsonian Institution, the Phils- 
delphia Academy, the Combeiter Museum, and 
Vassar College.

You have studied their peculiarities, but sowed 
them in the open ground, while they need careful 
nhouse culture, and tax the skill of our pro- 
essional florists. Half-a-dozen plants well cared 
for are better than a hundred negiected, ill-culti- 
vated ones. Always get your seed suitable for the 
purpose designed. If you desire to cover a trellis 
ora fence you would not send for semilax, —al- 
though an admirable climber, —but morning xlory, 
pastortiam, or some strong, growing variety. 
which will grow * while many otbers 
which you might plant would not even come up. 
If you wish for a showy bed on an extensive lawn 
you would select petunia, Phlox Drummondi, ver- 
dend. colins, etc., While a bed of mignonette, or 
any small flower might be entirely out of place. 
Thus good flowers are sometimes condemned be- 
cause out of place. One forgot“ has rained 
many asowing of choice seeds. Some seeds are 
robust, and will grow anywhere, while others te- 
quire kind and proper treatment, as almost every- 
thing desirable in the animal and vegetable king- 
dom do. You do not wish for dandelions and pop- 
pies, but vou crave flowers that are not natural to 
our climate; you would have those which vegctate 
"neath tropic’s sun, and mid distant genial climes, 
whose dazzling beauty and delicious fragrance 
must be — at any price. Then you must stud 
their habite and treat them accordingly. If seeds 
are plauted too deep, they find a grave where we 
intended they should find a home. They decay 
because too tender, and are not possessed of suili- 
cient strength to enable them to force their way 
through the cold earth to the warmth of the outer 
air andeuniight. Warmthand moisture are neces- 
sary to the germination of seeds; neither of these 
will do alone, for you can readily see that they 
may be placed in a warm room, in sand, but they 
will not germinate; you may also place them in 
moist earth, in a low temperature, and some kind 
may sprout, but usually they will decay: therefore 
jet me impress this fact on all, that warmth and 
moisture are not only essential, but absolutely 
necessary; experience only can give the correct 
knowledge for the full understanding of the proper 
temperature and humidity essential for the suc- 
cessful germination of the different varieties. A 
very safe rule, however, for the hardier varieties, 
would be a temperature ranging from 45 degrees 
to 00 degrees. If pansy seed are sown in August 
where the temperature in the shade averages 80 
degrees, no germination wil! take place, or if it 
does, of so feeble a. nature that the seedlings will 
never be healthy, no matter how moist the soil may 
be, but if képt till September or October, 
when the thermometer is 60 degrees in the shade, 
a quick and healthy germination wil be the result. 
The old maxim, *‘If a thing is worth doing at all, 
it is worth doing well, holds true in plaut- culture 
as in everything cise, and it is just as easy to do it 
right as wrong. he soil for planting our seed 
should be as fine as possible, and should be light 
and sandy. The soil must not be all sand, for it 
will dry too quickly; nor must it be of clayey loam. 
for it will retain too much moisture, and not admit 
enough air to make the seeds vegetate; bat, rather. 
mix a good loam with sand. Seeds do not at first 
need so much a fertile soil as one having the neces- 
sary mechanical condition; this, one old and ex- 
perienced tells us, is found exactly iu the light, 
moisture-retaining natire of hop-mold. We can 
give no better rule thaa&.the old one, of covering 
secds to about their own depth, though something 
depends on the weight of the materialused. One- 
fourth of an inch in depth of bop- mold or leaf- 
mold, would be no more than equivalent to half 
that depth of ordinary loam; hence the advantage 
in using it, as it gives a moist springy covering, 
through which the tiny seed may push its way 
without using all ite strength. Seed may be sown 
in the shallow boxes, or, if you prefer to 
sow in ots, sink them. in damp moss. 
or something of the kind, that will prevent 
the earth from drying so rapidiy; they may 
be covered with a piece of flannel or paper. and 
this kept constantly moistened. There is quite an 
art in watering seedlings, lest the tiny sprouts be- 
come water-ciogged, or damp off. If in little pots, 
place them in shallow vans of water, and let them 
imbibe the moisture for a few moments. Boxes 
can be moistened by “ee: the nozzle of the wa- 
tering-can against the side of the box, and thus 
— wetting the whole surface. Please always 
ar in mind that water should be added, but not 
poured on in pailfuls. Many varieties will damp 
off as it is termed, and is not the result of exces- 
sive moisture, but is caused by that unwelcome in- 
truder, the fungus of the cutting bench, and is 
one of the minute fungi of which we have so many 
representatives. We may escape this disease by 
lifting our tender nurselings to new quarters, plac- 
ing them in a home similar totheir old one. An- 
other desirable way is to pack the pot in which the 
seed are planted into another pot of a larger size, 
and fill up the space with moss, refuse hops, or 
tan bark, which can be kept both warm and moist 
by setting the largest pot in hot water. Yes, gen- 
tle readers, gardening is the most ancient of ail 
arts, for was not the first man a gardener, and did 
not the Lord our God put him in the Garden of 
Eden to cultivate and 2 it? A garden isa good 
savings bank; one that will save your health. and 
give to you a gentle, loving disposition. induce 
cheerfulness, drive away cnnui, develop that at- 
tachment of the citizen to his home which is one 
of the 228 safeguards of society against law- 
lessness and immorality.

- One word in 
regard to the recipe for Charlotte Russe: Allow 
me to correct your mistake—one cup of milk in- 
stead of seven.

1. Indian Bread—One quart of buttermilk, four 
cups Indian meal, two cups flour, half cup of mo- 
lasses, one tablespoon soda, a little salt; steam 
hree hours.

2. English Coffee- Bread — Take three coffee- cups 
of light dough, from hop yeast, two tablespoons 
butter, cup sugar, cap sweet milk, one or two 
well-beaten eggs, large cup English currants. It 
must be mixed a jittie oftener than for bread. For 
a family of five or six this will be sufficient to make 
a tin of rolis fer supper and a smal! loaf of bread. 
Cover with bits of butter; bake when very light. 

3. French Toast— Take cold bits of meat left 
from a roast of beef, chicken, or cold turkey, fine- 
ly minced, add gravy enough to make moist; when 
quite not place the mixture over the toast. Thie 1s 
a very nice dish for breakfast, 

4. Apple Snow A most delicate sauce to take 
the place of ice-cream in party lunches during the 
winter season is made of apple jelly, covered with 
afrosting. For the frosiing use the whites of three 
eggs, beaien toa stiff froth; then thoroughly mix 
with one cup of sweet cream; season with sugar to 
suit the taste; cut out the jelly in small squares, 
place them nicely in sauce-plates, then slip over 
the pieces three spoonsful of the frostin g leaving 
space for the jelly to show through. The clear 
amber color is thus set off with dishes of cream 
snow, which gives the whole a very artistic effect. 


From Roorns Pank Amy, Rocers Park, Itt. — 
Undine, here is my recipe for chicken-salad, 
which I think will prove satisfactory, if you give 
it atrial: Take a fine white bunch of celery (four 
or five heads), scrape and wash clean, reserve the 
delicate green leaves, shred the white parts like 
straws, lay this ina glass or white china dish in 
the form of a nest: mince ali the white meat of a 
boiled fowl without the skin and putit in the 
nest. Make a salad-dressing thus: ub the yolks 
of two hard-boiled eggs to a smooth paste, with ‘a 
dessert spoonful of salad oil or melted butter; add 
to it two teaspoonsful of fine white sugar and a 
pinch of salt, and putto it graduallya cup of 
strong vinegar; make a wreath of the most deli- 
cate leaves of the celery around the edge of the 
nest, between it and the chicken; pour the dreas- 
ing over the chicken when ready to serve. if the 
dressing is poured over too soon, it will discolor 
the celery. White heart lettuce may be used for 
the nest instead of the celery. If you try this, please 
report success.

teaspoon of soda in with the and atir all to- 
gether; work into a dongh nearly as stiff as pie- 
crust; If you find the milk not quite enough, add 
a little more. Cookies made in this way will keep 
for weeks and not get hard.

W. B., Jack- 
son, Mich., I think I can tell you how to care for 
the farfrigium. Two years ago a small one was 
given to me, and it has grown splendidly. Last 
fall I gave away four good sized roots. and when I 
last inquired of them all were doing well. It starts 
slowly at first, but once startea grows rapidly. 
The culture is simple, —give them very little sun- 
shine, not much heat, and abundance of water. 
Mine has stood in a north window, and is kept 
almost as wet as my calla. In the summer either 
put the plant into a shady corner of the garden or 
plunge the pot into the ground, giving it plenty of 
water. In the fall repot it in good garden soil, 
give the earth a good soaking, and set the plant in 
the dark fora day or two. Then bringit to the 
light, put it in a north or west window and 
do not put it too near the stove. I wipe the dust 
off the leaves with a wet sponge about once a 
week. Perhaps you are troubled by white worms 
in the earth. If so, take it out of the pot, wash 
the roots with warm water, repot it in fresh 
earth that bas been baked. I have some seeds 
I would like to exchange for yellow and white 
oxahs and double pink geranium slips, and would 
hke some queen-of-the-meadow roote. I have 
sweet abyssum, candytuft, latura, Joseph's coat 
(a splendid foliage plant), double asters, and few 
others, all annuals.

Then he 
added, ‘Now this just illustrates the dit- 
ficulty of having pleasant friends and acquaint- 
ances in this place. You know how I liked 
Hackett as an actor, and how I wrote to tell 
him so. He sent me that book, and there I 
thought the matter would end. He is a mas- 
ter of his place in the profession, I suppose, and 
well fixed in it; but just because we had a 
little friendly correspondene, such as any two 
men might have, he wants something. What 
do you suppose he wants?’ I could not guess, 
and Mr. Lincoln added, ‘ Well, he wants to be 
Consul to London.

I wil! observe, in conclusion, that the William

MOSES HAWKS’ FINANCIAL RE-

No better illustration of the fallacy of the 
doctrines advocated at present by the National 
party—the issuing by the Government of paper 
bearing upon its face, not a promise to pay real 
money, but a declaration that the paper itself 
is cash—can be found than in the story of 
Moses Hawks’ curreticy. It is particularly 
pertinent here, for this vicinity was the scene of 
the action, and the eccentric Moses is still re- 
membered by a majority of our people. It has 
been going the rounds af the press, and some 
errors of detail have crept in, which we have 
corrected, and the story fs not at all new to 
some of our readers. 

Hawks at one time was engaged in publishing 
& paper at Otsego, and later in the same busi- 
ness at Allegan, but he was not an editor of the 
Journal, as some papers have recently stated. 
This was in early years, before the last War and 
alter the “wild-cat,” “blue-pup” times. 
Mose was a queer oid chip, and loved his bitters 
in the morning, and all other times of the day;
